Land on which stubble, in- 
cluding straw inthe swath, is 
burned, withouta permit, will 
be inspected by the Board, and 
if found that it is becoming de- 
bilated through wind or water 
erosion, or that the land may 
become a menace to the com- 
munity, the Board will recom- 
mend tothe Council that this 
land be declared subject to su- 
pervision andif necessary, rec- 
lamation under section 13, and 
and 15 of the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board Act. 

Burn your stubble and kill 
your soil. Persist in burning 
your stubble, without a permit, 
and be liable to lose control of 
your land under a resolution by 
the Council declaring the land 
under reclamation. This action 
is considered necessary in the 
best interests of all who de- 
pend on the soil for a living.

@ Scald 2 c. cream, 2 tbs. granu- 
lated sugar, | tsp, salt and 4c 
shortening; cool to lukewarm, 
Meanwhile, measure into a large 
bowl 1, c. lukewarm water, | tsp.

is dissolved, Sprinkle with | en- 
velope Fleischmann’s Fast Rising 
Dry Yeast.

Bake in a moderate oven, 350°, 
15 mins., while preparing the fol- 
lowing syrup; simmer together 
for 5 mins., | c. granulated sugar, 
114 tsps. grated orange rind, 14 
c, butter or margarine and 14 ¢, 
orange juice. Quickly pour hot 
syrup over the 2 partially-baked 
cakes and bake cakes about 15 
mins, longer, Stand baked cakes 
on cake coolers for 20 minutes, 
then loosen edges and gently 
shake from pans,

Common Enemy Waits to Strike

WASHINGTON, — Among the big 
question marks about the Korean 
campaign, none is regarded here as 
more crucial than whether the Red 
Chinese and North Korean armies 
are hit as hard by disease as reports 
indicate. 

Not only are appraisals of enemy 
strength greatly affected, but any 
mass disease infecting a foe is added 
challenge to the health and sanita- 
tion precautions of the U.N. armed 
forces. 

As one military health authority 
put it: If the Reds are blighted as 
thoroughly with typhus fever, ty- 
phoid, smallpox and the bubonic 
plague as persistent reports from 
China maintain, the U.N, will get a 
partial dress rehearsal in combatting 
germ warfare, because these infec- 
tions figure prominently in any pat- 
tern of biological attack. 

First reports that a disease Is 
striking down the Red Chinese “like 
flies’, filtered across the lines about 
three months ago, when the Red of- 
fensive, which started with the mass 
crossing of the Yalu river, came to 
a shuddering halt. 

U.N. commanders, while aware of 
their mounting strength relatively 
and their improved supply position, 
were inclined to admit that some- 
thing besides their bombs, shells and 
bullets appeared suddenly to slow the 
enemy. 

In the time elapsing before the 
start of the present offensive the Red 
armies had time to make some im- 
provement in their medical preven- 
tion technique, but it sounds plaus- 
ible that typhus or typhoid, tradi- 
tional bogey of armies in the field, 
which, like most Far Eastern forces, 
are careless about personal and 
group sanitation, which has struck 
and is not completely conquered. 

U.N. intelligence officers were baf- 
fled, however, by their inability to 
find specific evidence that disease is 
running rampant. Have the Red 
leaders, with the sublety which has 
marked their leadership all along, 


cleverly concealed the ill and dying | 


and even carefully removed the 
dead? 

New reports since have come from 
several sources that a particularly 
virulent form of typhus virus has 
kille¢ more than 20,000 Red soldiers, 
and hit the civilian population even 
harder, A Peking Red radio broad- 
cast told of special medical teams 
being rushed from China into Korea.

Expert Believes 
Weather Control 
Is Possible 


VICTORIA, B.C. — The man 
who put rain’making on a scien- 
tific basis explained his work 
here recently to a conference of 
Canadian and United States 
government officials. 

Tall, youthful-looking Dr. Vincent 
J. Schaeffer of Schenectady, N.Y., 
addressed a joint meeting of the Col- 
umbia River Basin forecast commit- 
tee and the western snow conference. 
The meeting was attended by more 
than 100 officials from British Col- 
umbia and eight American states. 

Employed by the General Electric 
company for 29 years, Dr. Schaeffer 
has been in the research department 
for 20 years, 

During the Second World war he 
did research work on aircraft icing 
for the U.S. government and discov- 
ered that icing occurred because of 
super-cooled clouds, 

“It was while studying why clouds 
super-cooled that I discovered how 
to make rain,” Dr. Schaeffer said in 
an interview. 

Not only did his studies show him 
how to make rain, he added, but how 
to prevent thunder, lightning and 
hail. 

\" The 44-year-old researcher said his 
work now on producing certain types 
of weather, and preventing others, 
was being done for the United States 
| Signal Corps and the office of naval 
| research, 

General Electric, he said, was only 
interested in making rain from the 
scientific, and not commercial view- 
point, 

Dr, Schaeffer himself, however, be- 
lieves great benefits will some day be 
|,derived from control of the weather. 
|| He maintains that there should be 
|

government control of rainmaking 
and that there will be need of inter- 
national agreements, 

“Weather is no respecter of boun- 
daries,” he said, “so if we're going 
|| to do anything about it, there has got 
|/to be a plan on a large scale.” 
| Dr. Schaeffer feels, too, that as the 
};art of rainmaking is developed, there 
|| will be need for licensing those en- 
|| gaged in the practice in order to pro- 
|| tect the public from unscrupulous op- 
| erators. 
|| While he discovered the method of

| iodide, he actually has yet to make
